The reason of it ik that the South is an
serivultursl und producing section of the
country, und that it has heen considered to
b chinper to till the soil and bll)’ these
munufaetured goods than it is to make them
e our midst, This, in a4 great many cases
i« 4 mistaken iden. Especially is it the
cuse in regard to fabries made of Cotton.—
(ieorgia has apprecinted this fact, and of late
vears has gone to manufacturing cotton goods
very extensively.  We would do the same
thing in Virginia, we doubt not, if we rais-
wl n sufficiency of the raw material. So
marked and evident has been our advance in
manufactures,all through the Southern States,
that the census of 1800 will show, we ven-
ture w say, & much smaller disproportion be-
tween the two sections than that we are now
considering.

In point of fact thera is no reason why the
North should manufacture anything for us.
